Dr. Reyburn, when asked if there was hope, 
mournfully said: The President is no bet- 
ter.”

The bulletin was of a meagre and rather un- 
satisfactory character, but it ¢learly indi- 
cated a change for the worse, and all infor- 
mation obtainable unofficia}iv from the sur- 
geons was fully in correspondence with it. 
Soon after the morning examination, how- 
ever, the patient rallied slightly, the range 
of his pulse became lower, a faint improve- 
ment was apparent in its tone, and before 
noon the urgent alarm of the early morning 
began to subside. About noon most of the 
Cabinet officers left the Executive Mansion 
feeling assured that even at the worst death 
was not imminent. The President's condi- 
tion at noon, as described by several of the 
attending surgeons, was substantially as 
follows: In the first place, his exhaustion 
had become a very threatening and 
DANGEROUS FEATURE OF THE CASE. 

His stomach, enfeebled by the poisoned 
condition of the blood, seemed unable to 
properly and eompletely assimilate the food 
given it, and the result was a steady and un- 
mistakable failure of all the vital powers, 
indicated by a higher, feebler, and more 
fluctuating pulse, a less satisfactory condi- 
tion of the wound, and until to-day a con- 
siderable degree of mental disturbance. The 
condition of the swollep parotid gland had 
not changed in an pect for better. There 
had been a slight discharge of pus beth from 
the incision made several days ago and from 
the orifice of the ear, but its quantity was 
not sufficient to relieve the inflammatien or 
diminish the size of the swelling. The gland 
continued, therefore, to exert a depressing 
and dangerous influence upon the patient’s 
already weakened vitality, and there was no 
prospect of any immediate change for the 
better in its character. The precess of re- 
pair along the track of the bali had ceased, 


GRANULATIONS WERE BECOMING No- 
TICKABLY LESS PERFECT. 
The pus discharged by the wound was also 
unnatural in appearance and consistency. 
Ali these unfavorable symptoms were due 
directly or indirectly to the vitiated con- 
dition of the blood. In the opinion of the 
surgeons the danger of death from exhaus- 
tion might be avoided were it not for the 
condition of the giand, but it seemed very 
doubtful whether the process ot repair could 
begin or go on in the presence of that com- 
plicauon, Such in brief were the unfavor- 
able features of the President’s case at noon. 
The only favorable symptoms were the con- 
tinued ability of the stomach to take and 
retain food, and a clearer and more perfect 
action of the brain. Soon after noon the 
President's attendants reported a slight im- 
provement in his condition. At 2 p. m. Col. 
Rockwell sent the following telegram to W.

QUITE COMFURTABLE.

IT PREDOMINATES THOUGHOUT THE DAY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—The gioom 
around the city and at the White House was 
slightly lifted this afternoon about 4 o’cleck. 
A change was then noted in the President 
for the better. The whole morning since 5 
o’cloek had been as depressing as it possibly 
could be without the announcement that 
death had made its appearance, The Presi- 
dent himself became discour this morn- 
ing about 7 o’clock, and it was only by bol- 
stering him up with hope that he threw off 
the condition of hopelesness which, had 
it continued, would have been as 
alarming a phase of the case as any one of 


the many which have developed themselves. 


It isa part of the treatment that despondency 
in the patient shall be prevented. At noon 
there could not have heen found a ray of 
hope with a lantern. Dr. Bliss, Dr. Hamil- 
ton, and Dr. Reyburn, in successive conver- 
sations, said, in as many words, that 
THEY DID NOT THINK THAT THE PRESIDENT 
COULD RECOVER. 
They united ia the opinion that a rally, and a 
very marked one, would be necessary to 
counteract the very weak and debiiitated 
condition of the President. Dr. Bliss said, 
further, that debility had made such 
progress Lat he could not see how 
it was possible for the President 
to repair. He would say that he expressed 
a hope, but certainly did not think that the 
President would recover. The afternoon 
hung along in this unfavorable manner until 
about 5 o'clock, when it was noticed that 
the President was a very little better. Mrs. 
Garfield, who had been by his side all day 
long, was the first to notice the change. The 
change was not for any great good in the 
President's enfeebled condition, but still it 
was a change for the better, and carried with 
it renewed hope in the breasts of the people 
both inside and outside the White House. 
THE CONDITIONS OF THE CHANGE 
were described by Secretary Lincoln after a 
talk with Drs. Reyburn and Bliss, Secre- 
tary Lincoln then said: “We have been told 
by the doctors that the President is a shade 
better. Dr. Bliss said that the President is 
better now than he was yesterday. The 
pulse still fluctuates, but it is a better pulse. 
It is firmer and better in tone; it has during 
the afternoon averaged during its fluctua- 
tions about 114 The President looks better 
than yesterday, and his stemach is doing 
very well, indeed. The trouble is in that 
swollen gland. If it were not for that a 
strong hope of recovery might be enter- 
tained; but that local affection 18 
bad,—it is very bad. The gland 
suppurated again this afternoon. There 
was a discharge from it abeut three hours 
ago, and another discharge about an hour 
ago. The President has taken nourishment 
freeiy during the afternoon, and has asked 
forit. There is,” eoncluded the Secretary, 
“a slight improvement, bat mat gland is 
CAUSING GREAT TROUBLE, 
and keeps the improvement from being sat~ 
isfactory.”’ 

In a short time after the above eonversa- 
tion with Secretary Limeoln, the evening 
bulletin was issued. It bore out the fact 
that during the afternoon there had been a 
slight improvement. Since the bulletin the 
improvement has been pronounced as being 
more marked.. Dr. Boynton says, and he 
has until to-day taken a more hopeless view 
of the case than any one else, that he 
thinks there is a marked improvement and a 
chance for recovery. ‘The President to- 
night took the first nutriment that partook 
of anything like a solid character. He was 
given some milk toast, and ate it with a 
relish. Col. Roekwell, after this toast was 
eaten, said that he was more than ever con- 
fident that his prediction of the early part of 
the evening that the President was going to 
surprise the country by getting well was on 
amore solid foundation.

dent Garfield which became marked yester-

ton. The report was quite generally ac- 
cepted as true, and earnest discussions of 
the Vice-President and certain of his asso- 
ciates relieved the monotony of the 
gloomy Waiting and watching. There 
was an entire absence of anything 
like excitement in financial and commercial 
circles in regard to the impending death of 
the President. The event has been so long 
feared, dreaded, hoped against, and 
has still been so _ threateningly near 
during. many weeks, that pubiic feel- 
ing has — down into a state 
of quiet dep ion and sympathy. Among 
the earliest callers upon Vice-President 
Arthur was Col. George Bliss, who remained 
about an hour. Gen. Arthur, it was said, 
was much depressed by the alarming news 
from the White House.

GUNPOWDER PLOT. 


| 
Arrest of the Conspirators Who 
Planned Death at the 
Stove-Works. 


One of the Band Turns Informant— 
He and Four Others Under 


Arrest. 


There is at last some probability that the 
true inwardness of the gunpow of 


some months ago at the Chicago Stove- 
Works is to be. made public. Something 
like two weeks ago Mr. Moore, Superin- 
tendent of the works, placed the case in the 
hands of Pinkerton’s Agency, and at about 
the same time employed Mr. A. 8. 
Trude to conduct the case. Their work cul- 
minated last night in the arrest of David 
Baumbach, Hunter Conrad, Thomas Hen- 
ning, John Robinson, and a man who is 
known only as “ Eriday.” James Sheridan 
was also wanted, but could not be found. 
Henning was locked up at the West Twelfth 
Street Station; the others are at West Madi- 
son Street. All of the above are said 
to be members of the Committee 
appointed and paid by the Molders’ Union 
for the purpose of watching the stove-works 
and preventing,as far as they were able, mold- 
ers from seeking or accepting employment 
there. The story of the difficulties which 
led to the appointment of this committee 
has frequently been told in print. Early 
in the spring labor troubles caused 
the withdrawal of all Union men, 
and when these troubles were finally 
amicably adjusted, the Union men demanded 
that the foreman of the works, Mr. Adams, 
be discharged. Mr. Moore refused to at- 
cede, and the result was that the Union men 
held out against him, as they would against 
any one who cut regulation wages. A man 
named Sessions, non-Union, who quit work 
with the others, subsequently returned, and 
one night in the early summer was nearly 
murdered at his own door. His assailants 
were said to be Baumbach and another mem- 
ber of the committee, but they were ac- 
quitted in two Justice Court trials. The as- 
sault was thought to be the end of a long 
series of difficulties, but Sessions had no 
sooner returned to work than the gunpowder 
plot was discovered and frustrated. Sessiens 
worked on the same “floor” with 
a man named La Fleur, who had 
also incurred (tthe enmity of the 
Union men. On t the iron became 
chilled, and sever ere not charged. 
The next evening as ere charging and 
were about to charge flasks left over 
from the night beforea boy helper discovered 
something wrong with one of the flasks, and 
called the attention of both men to it. They 
found the clamps had been tampered with, 
and the investigation resulted im the dis- 
covery of about 
TWO POUNDS OF GUNPOWDER 

stuffed into a hole which had been scooped 
out in the cast. Had the molten iron been 
poured into the flask the consequences 
would have been most horrible, as nearly 100 
men were employed at the time in the 
foundry. The molders have since claimed 
that Sessions or La Fleur put the powder 
there for effect. The detective work 
done by the Pinkerton agency has 
resulted in one of the Committee 
turning informer. He is one of the 
men arrested last night, but for the present 
his name is kept secret. His confession is 
said to implicate all the others in the most 
diabolical conspiracy, and is to the effect that 
he was called upon late one night by Conard, 
who imparted to him the devilish plot, and 
asked him to take a hand in it. The 


‘| powder was purchased at Grimm’s gunshop, 


on Randolph street, and was placed in the 
flask over night. All of the members of the 
Committee were in the plot, and the next 
afternoon were in the vicinity to see “ the 
explosion of heads, legs,, and arms,” which 
was to take place. They all kept their dis- 
tance, however, to escape the molten metal, 
which they supposed would be blown in all 
directions. Shortly after 5 o’clock it became 
evident that something had gone wrong in 
the foundry, and that the looked-for ex 
plosion was not likely to occur. Several 
members of the Committee then talked quite 
freely about the plot, and expressed regret 
that the explosion was “off.”

but the arrests last night prove that there is 
something to it. The complete details of the 
plot, or rather the details of the case made 
out by the prosecution, will likely come, out 
to-morrow in Justice Summerfield’s court, 
where the warrants charging conspiracy 
were sworn out. Perchance, however, the 
accused will want time to prepare for trial 
and acontinuance can scarcely be refu:

Of late years coal in all its forms has be- 
come such a staple article of general con- 
sumption that every change in price or pro- 
duction is watched with a natural interest by 
the millions of consumers who are dependent 
on it for fuel. For this reason the fact which 
has become patent to careful observers, that 
there is some strange move being made 
in the coal markets, of the country, 
is of paramount interest to countless people. 
A rise in the price of coal means an increased 
cost of living to thousands of rich peopie and 


millions of poor ones. To furnish the read- 


ers t TE Trisune with the facts in the 
case, and to present compactly the most re- 
liable information on this point, a reporter 
was detailed yesterday to make a thorough 
investigation and make known such results 
as would be of interest to the publie. Uncle“ 
Rufus Hatch, in one of his many interview- 
ing moods, gave itas his opinion that each 
line of business was destined ,to be ultimately 
controlled by one man, and that 
Jay Gould would control all of these consol- 
idations. That this tendency to monopoly 
has grown up to an alarming extent in thecoal 
trade is what the reporter’s investigations 
tended to show, coupled with a further cause 
for fear in that the coal consamers of the 
country are 
AT THE MERCY OF A COMBINATION 

which at no distant day will be prepared to 
squeéze up prices to almost any extent. 
While the coal resources of the country are 
practically unlimited and inexhaustible, it 
seems to be certain that they have fallen into 
the hands of a clique of speculators who will 
ultimately control the market. and derive 
an immense, but illegitimate, profit from the 
necessities of the public.

Ont prominent cause of the immense emi- 
gration from Germany to this country may 
be found in the small remuneration paid for 
labor. In a recent publication of wage-sta- 
tistics, it is found that in one of seven 
districts for which the statistics are given 
the average weekly wages of plasterers, who 
are compelled to work eleven hours a day, 
are $6.43 a week; laborers receive only $4; 
carpenters and joiners from $3.57 to $4.76; 
locksmiths, $4.29; tailors, working twelve 
hours daily, $1.43, with board and lodging, 
and shoemakers the same. At such wages 
as these, it is, of course, well nigh impossi- 
ble for laborers to obtain even the bare 
necessities of life. It is no wonder, therefore, 
that so large a proportion of German emi- 
grants comes from these classes.

THE newspapers which have been caviling 
about the subscription fund started by Cyrus 
Field for the benefit of President Gartield’s 


famiy will probably have the grace and dis- 


cretion to admit now that the movement was 
proper and timely. Fortunately, the pro- 
moters of the subscription were not dis cour- 
aged in their work by the gratuitous and low- 
flung suspicions that were cast upon their 
motives, but have proceeded in such manner 
as to assure the completion of the project.

Tuk New York Times, commenting on the 
operations in Tunis, says the experience of 
the French bids fair to be a fac simile of 
that of the English in Afghanistan; that the 
French troops are preparing to advance upon 
Kairivan, the “ Holy City” of the Tunisian 
Arabs, as the English recently advanced 
upon Candanar, in Afghanistan; that the 
Bey, like Ayoob Khan, has made a seemingly 
vigorous effort to induce the rebels to sub- 
mit, havmg no doubt privately encouraged 
them to resist; and that the parallel 
will doubtless be completed by the 
desertion of the native troops sent to co- 
operate with the French and their appear- 
ance in the ranks of the enemy. ‘There may 
be some points of resemblance between the 
Afghan and the Tunisian campaigns, but the 
one is by no means a fac stmile of the other, 
as the Timzs states. On the other hand, 
there is one difference so radical that it de- 
stroys the whole parallel. The English in 
their Afghan campaign had to traverse a dis- 
tance of 12,000 miles, through the Mediter- 


‘| ranean, Suez Canal, Red Sea, and Indian 


Ocean, and, when they were in Afghanistan, 
march over many weary miles of mountain- 
ous country, presenting almost insurinount- 
able obstacles te the progress of an army, 
while the country they invaded was four or 
five times as large as Tunis. The French are 
only a day’s sail away from Tunis, and 
can strike its coast at any point from 
Marseilles in twenty-four hours. It is no 
more difficult fof the French to prosecute 
their operations along the Tunisian coast 
than itis for Chicago te conduct her com- 
merce along the Michigan shore, while En- 
gland labored under the difficulties and-de- 
lays that Chicago would experience in con- 
ducting commerce with Europe. It is ab- 
surd to suppose for an instant that thirty 
millions of people, with all the material of 
war and transportation, cannot, if they are so 
disposed, overwhelm two millions of fanat- 
ical Arabs only twenty-four hours distant by 
sea from them. The job might be a dis- 
agreeable one, but it would be of short dura- 
tion if undertaken in earnest, however brave 
Arabs might prove themselves to be.

ECCLESIASTICAL: HERESY HUNTS. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas is to be tried for 
dogmatic heresy. Everybody knows this 
fact, and everybody knows that the trial is 
to be purely technical, because among Dr. 
Thomas’ theological enemies there is prob- 
ably not one disposed to deny to him the 
possession of any of the virtues which 
usually accompany the profession and prac- 
tice of the Christian religion. Dr. Thomas 
is to be tried, and, if possible, driven from 
the pale of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
on a point of doctrine. Dr. Thomas is so 
sure that the case against him is to turn 
upon a finé point that he is not content to 
rest his defense solely in the hands of clerical 
counsel. He feels constrained to call to the 


| assistance of the Rev. Messrs. Shepard and 


Trusdell men learned in the civil law, in 


order that a technical prosecution may be 
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— thet no tertare can possibly fol. 
low his trial, but that the rules of evidence 
in ecclesiastical trials have been radically 
changed within the last five hundred years. 
it is worth while, in this connection, tu repro- 
duce some of the inquisitorial rules of evi- 
dence to show what great strides have 
been made in the direction of liberalism in 
ecclesiastical trials. Here is one of the in- 
structions’ to Inquisitors as laid down in the 
Directory of Eymeric: In a cause of heresy 
you should proceed quietly and simply, with» 
out formality and noise of ‘pleadings. There 
should be no delay, no interruption, no ap- 
peal, and as few witnesses as possible. It is 
thepeculiar and high privilege of the Tribunal 
of the Inquisition that its Judges are not 
obliged to follow torensic rules.” Dr. 
Thomas will not be tried by this rule. Fol- 
lowing are some of the rules of evidence laid 
down by Eymeric for the guidance of In- 
quisitors in heresy trials: 

In cases of heresy, testimony of all sorts of 
persons is admissibiv. They may be excommu- 
nicate, infamous, accomplices, or convicted of 
any crime. Heretics, too,may give evidence; 
but only against the culprit is it valid; never in 
his favor. 


The good Eymeric thus comments upon 


this rule: 


This provision is most prudent, nay, it is most 
just; for, since the heretic bas broken faith 
towards bis God, no ove ought to take bis word; 
and it should always be presumed that, say what 
he may, be is actuated hatred to the Church, 
and a desire that crimes against the faith may 
go unpunished. 


We quote further from the Directory: 


The testimony of infidels and Jews may be 
taken also in a question of heretical doctrine. 
Tne testimony of faise witnesses is also taken, 
if against the accused rson, even though a 
previous favorable testimony may have been 
retrac And note, that if the first deciara- 
tion was against him, and the second favorable. 
the first only must be accepted. . Domestic 
witnesses—wife, for example, children, rela- 
tives, servants—may have their testimony ac- 
cepted against him, and then it has great value; 
but it never must avail to his advantage. . 

The criminal must not see the witnesses, nor 
know who they were. When the culprit 
is informed of the chate against him, ,the 
names of witnesses should be concealed; or, if 
there be any particulars in the charges that 
would help him to guess the names, the testi- 
mony given by one person should bo attrib- 
uted to another; or names should “3 sub- 
stituted of rsons t were not witnesses; 
but, after all, it is best to suppress all names. 

. « Fatse witnesses who have caused the 
death of an innocent person must not suffer 
any severer punishment than perpetual econfine- 
ment. . . The Inquisitor must not quesuon 
the culprit in such a manner as to suggest sub- 
42 or heip evasion, But let his interroga- 
tions vague and general. Too much pru- 
dence and tirmness can never be employed in 
the interrogation * s risoner. The heretics 
are very —— isguising their errors. 
They affect sanctity, and sbed false tears which 
might soften the severest Judges. An Inquis- 
itor must arm bimself against all these tricks, 
always supposing that they are trying to deceive 
him. 


The Inquisitor was instructed to exhaust 
all the artifices of duplicity and dissimulation 
to force a confession from the culprit as to 
tax him with having contradicted himself, 
turning over the notes of the evidence under 
the pretense of having discovered the contra- 
diction. Says the Directory: “ Read your 
papers, turn over the leaves, and say, every 
now and then. ‘ Ah! did I not say so? Con- 
fess the truth.’ But be careful not to go 
into particulars lest he see that you know 
nothing about them.” The Inquisitor was 
directed to confuse the culprit by the multi- 
plication of questions until his self-possession 
should be destroyed, and then put him to the 
torture,—‘‘ and, when his answers are con- 
fused, the doctors agree that you may put 
him to the torture.“ He was instructed to 
promise to pardon the culprit in 
order to extort a confession,—* So 
tell him if he will confess he shall 
have more than he could himself desire; and 
so he will, for you will save his soul.“ 
These rules are 300 years old. They have 
never been repealed, but their enforcement 
is no longerconvenient. The secular arm“ 
has grown somewhat in strength in the last 
three centuries, and has been interposed to 
prevent ecclesiastical trials of this character, 
The Church which is about to try Dr. Thomas 
never sanctioned the rules of evidence we 
have cited. Indeed, it has contributed power- 
fully to their abrogation. But the principle 
involved in the forthcoming trial is precisely 
that for which the Church of Rome contend- 
ed for many centuries—namely: the right to 
make strict adhesion to certain articles of 
theological faith rather than correct religious 
practices the test of religious character. 

The trial of Dr. Thomas will be watched 
with deep interest by the public, for the 
Methodist Episcopal denomination has 
hitherto allowed a considerable latitude to 
its adherents in the matter of mere dogma; 
and to this fact, perhaps may be attributed 
in a large degree itg-highly flourishing con- 
dition.

„I still have good hope.” All thtough the 
long and weary watch at the President's bed- 
side these cheerful words have come from 
the lips of the devoted wife. When the 
surgeons have said “Only a miracle can save 
him,” Mrs. Garfield with noble fortitude has 
res ponded: Then the miracle will occur; 
my husband will recover; he must!“ 

A Washington dispatch yesterday morning 
to Tue TRIBUNE said: 


From dark last evening until dawn this (Fri- 
day) morning, the nurse said, the President was 
almost all the while unconscious. The only 
clear moment be had was about midnight, when 
be aroused somewhat and recognized his wife by 
his bedside. In a weak apd trembiing whisper 
— “Crete [to his re you bad better go 

our room and get a littie rest.“ Mrs. Gar- 

cid asked to be allowed to remain with him 
b while longer. He then remarked, in the same 
weak whisper, that Ae feared that the time was 
near at hand when they would have to sc rute for- 
ever. This was the hardest blow of all for Mrs. 
Garfield. She tried hard. however, to overcome 
her feeli and in a measure succeeded; but it 
was a ha trial for her. After this touching 
incident he again went back into that stupor 
characteristic of a dy man, and thus re- 
mained until before the dressing of the wound 
this morning. 


The country was not surprised when the 
President was stricken at his exhibition of 
high intellectual and moral qualities, at his 
self-poise, his calmness, his willingness to 
abide eithef fortune. His lite struggle was 
then an open book, known and read of all 
mem His career proved that he possessed 
the stuff of which strong, heroic characters 
are made. The American people expected 
Garfield to struggle with wounds and disease, 
as he had struggled wich the difficulties of 
life, like a giant. They, however, knew little 
of Garfield’s wife. She had lately been 
brought to the very borders of the tomb, and 
the people sorrowed for her and sympathized 
with her illustrious husband. But they did 
not know, and hence could not appreciate, 
Mrs. Gartield’s worthiness to share the cares 
and responsibilities of the President. When 
Garfield, in the presence of the Nation and 
the werld, on inauguration-day, tenderly 
kissed his aged mother and his fond wife, 
the act was regarded by superficial critics as 
an evidence of rather effusive sentimentality ; 
but more profound observers detected in it a 
solemn recognition of the inspiration of the 
great man’s noble career. When the Presi- 
dent was felled to the earth by the assasin’s 
shot bis first thought was of his faithful, 
devoted wife. With the honors of a 
Nation thick upon him, with the prayers 
of a great people for his recovery 
surrounding him like an atmosphere, he was 
lonely. He demanded that affection which 
had been his supreme joy in every bright 
hour and his precious solace in every hour 
of afflietion. In that shock, when the Angel 
of Death seemed to hover near him, but was 
yet afar off, he counted the minutes which 
separated him from his wife.

The example of tir seif- 
sacrificing devotion is lost upon tmalikind, 
because their tears are witnessed only By, the 
members of the narrow home circle, their 
agonizing prayers heard only by the God of 
the afflicted. But the spectacle of suffering 
and devotion presented in the Executive 
Mansion is observed by the whole country, 
—nay, by the whole world. And the confi- 
dence and trust of the husband, and the love 
and devotion of the wife, afford an example 
of that mutuality of domestic fidelity:which 
constitutes the one only sure guarantee of 
publie virtue. 

President Garfielq’s inner life has been 
laid bare before the American people, and it 
discloses the secret springs of his splendid 
career,—his steady growth m intellectual 
and moral force. His mother guided him 
through all the perils of boyhood, stimulat- 
ing his more noble ambitions, and restrain- 
ing with a firm hand every tendency to 
way wardness. The wife nobly supple- 
mented the mother, comforting the husband 
with the fondness of true affection, 
and cheering every forward step of the aspir- 
ing.man as he rose higher and higher on the 
ladder of fame. It is a cruel. fate that sepa- 
rates these noble souls, lonk so closely united, | 
How the woman’s tears will flow when there 
shall be no longer need of heroism! And 
the country will weep with and for the 
woman who must taste the bitter cup of in- 
consolable grief. But the beautiful domes- 
tic scene which, in the Executive Mansion, 
has held the world in tearful, admiring awe 
for eight long weeks will remain as a herit- 
age to the American people. May it be 
danctified to the growth of publie and private 
virtue. 

WIVES FOR A DOLLAR APIECE. 

There is a boom in stocks, a boom in 
wheat, a boom in corn, and in almost every 
description of merchandise transactions are 
simply immense. But the market for wives 
is depressed, especially in New York City. 
The only marital transaction of the week of 
which the reporters could get full particu- 
lars occurred between one Lauter and one 
Jansen.

BASE-BALL IN 1861. 

The generat public have reason for con- 
gratulation that the base-bali season in Chi- 
cago is over. “The last man has had his turn 
at the pat, has made his last run, has struck 
the last foul, and has been put out to stay. 
Let there be thanks that the season is over, 
and that for eight months to come the Na- 
tional game will be played here no more. 

The support given ‘te this time-killing 
game in Chicago is something marvelous. 
In fact, it it were not fan- Chicago it would 
not be possible to maintain what is called 
“the League’’ at all. Varieus cities have 
long ago got sick of this game, and no longer 
support a “team.” Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
New York, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, . and 
Baltimore do not “patronize the game” 
sufficiently to pay for keeping up a hired 
“team” of professionals. 

The cities which are now represented in 
the League are Cleveland, Troy, Provi- 
dence, Worcester, Boston, Detroit, Buffalo, 
and Chicago; in other words, these are the 
only places at which there can be drummed 
up a sufficient crowd of idlers to pay ex- 
penses. 

Of these Chicago is the principal supporter 
of the ball game; the clubs from other places 
come here in order to share the receipts, or 
the gate-money,“ and from their earnings 
here eke out the secant receipts at the other 
towns. It is not an unusual thing te have 
4,000 to 6,000 idlers at a game in Chicago; the 
number has reached 8,000, and rarely ever 
less than 2,000 or 3,000. At other places the 
nymber of visitors ranges from 300 to 1,000, 


the latter being a fair maximum outside of. 


Chicago. 
The difference to the rural clubs is impor- 
tant. The price of admission here is half a 
dollar, of which the home hired club re- 
ceives 35 cents and the visiting club 15 cents. 
Thus the Chicago ciub has played and will 
play during the season forty-two games at 
home and forty-two games abroad. Estimat- 
ing the average game at Chicago to have 
had 3,000 visitors, the average receipts of 
each game has been $1,600, of which the local 
club has received $1,100 and the visitors $500. 
But the Chicago club must play also during 
the season forty-two other games at other 
places, where the average attendance is, to 
put it liberally, 600 persons and the receipts 
$300, of which the Chicago as the visiting 
club receives $80 and the home club $220 per 
“muffing’’ performance. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Chicago 
hired club when it plays elsewhere receives 
about 6 per cent of what it receives at home, 
and that the visiting club when it plays in 
Chicago receives three or four times as much 
as when it plays in its own city, orat any 
point outside of Chicago. As Chicago has 
entertained each of the other clubs six times 
in this city, they have all had a liberal share 
of idlers’ half-dollars which Chicago has 
always bestowed on this game, while the 
Chicago club has reaped but a comparatively 
secant harvest from its return visits to the 
League cities. We are right, then, ip sayi 
that were it not for the support given to base- 
ball in this city it would not be possible to 
maintain this itinerating League. As it is, 
the probabilities are that some of the clubs 
will disband at the close of the present sea- 
son, and, unless new clubs be organized, the 
base-ball business will go to pieces. Last 
year the Cincinnati club found it so hard to 
pay expenses that it demanded the privilege 
of selling liquor at the games, and, this being 
refused, the club withdrew from the League, 

The game has of late years unquestionably 
lost much of public interest throughout the 
country. Whether this is due to any degen- 
eracy in the playing, or any suspicion that 
the games are crooked, or sold for betting 
purposes, or whether the public is getting 
tired of it, we will not undertake to say; but 
in this city there is interest enough in it still 
to draw 3,000 to 5,000 persons away from 
their business, if they have any, for half a 
day when a game is announced. Some of 
these persons have become veterans in their 
attendance. They are really unhappy if 
anything prevents the game. No considera- 
tion of home or.family, sick wife orchildren, 
demands of business, or interest of employers 
can stay the craving to see the game every 
time itis played. The season in Chicago is, 
however, finished, and the city is to be con- 
gratulated that the nuisance is abated till 
next year.

Hints to Those Whe sheuld Advertise. 

In last Monday’s TRIBUNE we gave some 
reasons why newspaper-advertising was both 
more economical and more comprehensive and 
effective in its results than the commercial 
traveler as a pioneer of trade. The next ques- 
tion in order is: What class of goods are bene- 
fited by newspaper advertising? 

We answer, first, all articles that bear a trade- 
mark, and more especially all articles that are 
intended for personal or household use. In the 
first place, the sole use of a trademark is to pro- 
tect the interest of the maker, and the more 
widely it is knowu the better for the manu- 
facturer, both as respects the retail dealer and 
the consumer. When the trademark is widely 
known the consumer relics on tt as the beat evi- 
dence of the quality of the article to which tt is at- 
tached. The Frodsham, the Jurgensen, the 
Waltham, and the Elzin watches are all sought 
on the rep Aon which the trademark implies, 
and the ms are thus enabled to dictate their 
own terms to the retali trade. 

On the other band, the retail trade have a 
natural repugnance to selling goods that bear a 
trademark, because they instinctively know 
that goods that bearatrademark must be seld 
on a close margin, and that competition is sure 
to reduce their profits on popular goods, and 
the retail dealer, in self-defense, puts his own 
mark on goods whenever he In this way 
his profits are assured, and although his com- 
petitors have similar goods the fact cannot be 
demonstrated in a way to affect the price. This 
is the sole reason why the best class of retail 
dealers refuse to recommend certain makes of 
goods, and when chey sell them at all it is be- 
cause they must,—a good deal like pulling a 
tooth that is past repairing. And this fact ex- 
plains another fact, that when the leading re- 
tail dealers in any branch of trade make a strong 
opposition to sell certain brands of goods be- 
cause of the smaliness of the marginof profit 
the manufacturers must yield on the matter of 
profit or appeal to the consumer to demand the 
specified article and toinsiston getting it, and 
experience bas demonstrated that the manufact- 
urer invariably gains his point and vastly in- 
creases his sales amongst the smalier dealers. 

Chicago is the largest and cheapest market in 
the world for food products, and still the West- 
phalia ham commands double the price at re- 
tail that the Chicago ham does. European

There is something 
wrong, or else thore is a great deal of ignorance 
concerning the merit of it Chicago canned goods. 


It is difficult to understand why the Mayor 
of Chicago considered it necessary to go to 
Coney Island for the purpose of enjoying the 
borse-races at that point, as by stationing him- 
self on almost any corner in this city he could 
have witoessed similar contests of a most ex- 
viting character, and considerably more danger- 
ous to life and limb than any steeplechase 
which the “boys” at Coney Island can possibly 
devise for the amusemeut of the head of our 
City Government. One prominent feature of 
the teamster nuisance, to which Tus TRIBONS 
bas several times called attention recently, is so 
peculiarly a product of the reckless disregard of 
buman life characteristic of Chicago teamsters 
that its tolerance by the police is a matter of 
surprise, even in a city where, as a sport- 
lug man one tersely expressed it, “you 
can play any kind of a game from 
jackstra ws to manslaughter.” The particular 
evil referred to is the racing induiged in 
at night by the drivers of American, Adams, 
and United States Express Companies’ wagons, 
and the unwieldy vebicies in which the mails 
are transported about the city. It is frequent- 
ly, in fact almost dally, the case that by reason 
of trains arriving here late the utmost expedi- 
tion must be used by the express companies and 
Pust-Olfice officials in transferring express mat- 
ter and mails from one depot to another, In 
order to effect this result the heavily-laden 
wagons are sent thundering through the prin- 
cipal streets with the horses on a dead run, and 
the spectacie of citizens fleeing for their lives 
from these engines of destruction may be seen 
any evening in the vicinity of the principal de- 
pots. In the daytime this style of racing is not 
practiced, except in the ease of wagons which 
carry goods from South Water street to 
the trains leaving the city at 10 o'clock, 
and on which most of the fruit 
and vegetables retailed by merchants la 
suburban towns is shipped. The other morning 
an American Express wagon dashed wildly into 
a crowd of people at the corner of Dearborn and 
South Water streets and succeeded in crushing 
one man's ler. That people are not killed or in- 
jured every night by the criminally reckless 
driving of express and mail wagons trying to 
catch the late trains is because residents of Chi- 
cago have learned to look for them and keep out 
of the way. There need be no difficulty in secur- 
ing evidence that will convict these meu if the 
Superinteadent of Police will only order his sub- 
ordinates to attend to the matter. Some day the 
victim of a reckless express-wagon driver will 
draw a pistol and bring down the street tyrant 
from his lofty perch, and he will not be tried for 
murder either.

A wrrrer in Scribner’s Monthly, under 
the caption of Purchasable Health, offers 
some timely observations which overworked 
business-men would do well to heed. ** Money,” 
be says, will not purchase health out of sea- 
son, but health is to be had for money under 
proper conditions.” There are thousands of 
men in every large city who are bankrupting 
themselves in health. “* Col. Thomas Scott car- 
ried his burden so long that the four millions be 
had won had no power to bring back the health 
he had parted with: but there were undoubted- 
ly times in his life when, by the proper expendi- 
ture of money and of time, he could have 
brought heaith enough to last him a brace of 
decades longer, and to enable him to double the 
number of his millions for hie heirs.”” Money 
ean buy health in two ways. It may enable the 
possessor of it to set aside a vart of each day for 
recreation, or it may justify him in giving up 
two months of every year to solid rest. The 
same writer shrewdly observes: 

Therg is a bailucinanon, cherished by a great 
muititude, that they must be constantly in their 
own business, or it cannot possibly go on pros- 
perously.

Now, there is 
nothi in which a great business-man shows 
his greatness 80 geen fod as in his ability to find 
men to do his work,—tv find competent instru- 
ments to execute his purposes. greatest 
1 is always a man of com sarative 
leisure own work is always deliberately 
done. It is, as a rule, the small man who never 
— a moment, and who never can tind a pair of 

ands as as hisown. If & man cannot 
leave his business, or thinks he cannot, he 
shows that he lacks the highest grade of busi- 
ness capacity. 

How few men of businegs there are in Chicago 
who are able to show the higher wisdom of first 
getting competent assistants, and then trusting 
routine atfairs unreservedly to their hands.

A reporter has just returnod from a week’s 
journey through the midland counties, where 
the general state of affairs is much worse 
than can be gathered from the London 
papers. ‘Trade everywhere is much de- 
pressed, and the incessant storms 
have apparently ruined the harvest. 
In many parts the crops have 
been lying upon the ground for a fortnight, 


house them. Where the wheat has not 
been cut it has been leveled and 
battered by the ain and hail into 
wet straw. Mildew has set in every- 
where, and the cut grain is either blackened 
or sprouting. Thousands of farmers will be 
ruined, and many a landlord will fall with 
them. There has not been a really good 
old-fashioned harvest in England 
since 184, the year of the Russian 
war. The crops in 1857, 1858, 1863, 
1864, 1868, 1874, and 1878 were average ones. 
In 1855, 1856, 1859, 1861, 1865, 1867, 1868, 1870, 
1871, 1872, 1876, 1877, and 1880 the. crops were 
much below the average. In 1860, 1862, 1866, 
1873, and 1875 they were very deficient. The

THE WORST HARVEST 
ever known, and 1851 threatens to cap the 
long list of disasters and literaily to put an 
end to wheat-growing in England. I have 
told your readers in these letters from 
time to time of the extraordinary de- 
preciation in the value of land, 
and it is learned from solicitors 
who have deen trying in vain 
for two years past to dispose of estates 
which ten years ago could not have been 
bought for love or money that the price 
has fallen another 5 per cent during 
the last fortnight. In the good 
old days the English ‘Squire had 
as happy a lot as is given 
to mortals. Nowadays Nature has conspired 
against him, and the Kadicals threaten to 
complete what little remains to him from 
bad seasons and American competition. On 
the average the price of land has fallen about 
PS per cent since 1878. In many districts 
more there has been a fall of 35 and 40 per 
cent. 
RENTS HAVE COME DOWN 
with a run, and yet thousands of farms are 
lying idle. The very best farming districts, 
the southeastern counties, the East Riding 
of Yorkshire, Devon, Lincoln, Salop, Wiltz, 
Oxford, Derby, and Nottingham suffer 
perhaps more than the poorer ones, 
where the farmer sticks chiefly to grazing. 
Even the thrifty Scotch farmer, whose supe- 
rior system of agriculture has saved him 
during many a bad season, is beginning to 
despair. The most favorable change in the 
weather cannot now save more than 
half a crop. This disaster is already 
affecting our markets, and, coupled with 
the drain of gold to New York, will render 
money dear and depress the price of most 
home securities.

At 
length he informed the hotelkeeper who he 
Was, and said that he had come to see Dr.

Who Pleaged Guilty to the Murder of 
His Daughter. 10

The Testimony on Which the Sentence 
Was Based. : 


James Tobin, the self-convicted daughter- 
slayer, made his appearance in the Criminal 
Court again yesterday morning for the pur- 
pose of giving testimony in his own behalf, 
—such as it was,—in order that the Cuurt 
might determine the penalty to be meted out 
to him. =" 

Nicholas Glassent, living at No. 164 Noble 
street, testified to meeting Tobin a short time 
before the murder, and drinking with him at 
his invitation. Tobin was under the influ- 
ence of liquor at the time. Arriving at 
Tobin’s house, they met another man, named 
Conroy, and the three drank a glass of beer 
apiece, which the little girl had obtained for 
them. 

F. J. Squibbs, a short-hand reporter, who 
reported the testimony at the Coroner’s in- 
quest, was called to show how Mrs. Robert- 
son’s testimony on that occasion differed 
from her testimony on the trial. In calling 
him to the stand Mr. Forrest, the attorney 
for the defense, snapped out something about 
his inability to get Mrs. Robertsun herself 
out of her hiding-place. 

Where.“ bitingly observed Mr. Mills.“ all 
the efforts of the derense can’t touch her, 
either by bribery or anything else.” 

Nor the sworn agents,—the police,—I 
suppose,“ snarled Tobin’s lawyer. 

This little episode ended, the witness réad 
from Mrs. Robertson’s testimony taken at 
the Coroner’s inquest. It varied slightly 
from her testimony on the trial, but not suf- 
ficiently to cut any figure. } 

About this time Mr. Forrest discovered 
that a couple of witnesses were missing. 
After an avalanche of talk, however, fol- 
lowed by a formal postponement of the case, 
one of the missing links, Matthew Hogan, 
turned up and testified that he saw 
Tobin just after the girl’s death and 
told him that the girl was lying in Nolan’s 
house hurt. Somebody said she was dead, 
but Tobin said no, and weut into Nolan’s to 
see her. Somebody there said her own 
father had killed her, towhich Tobin replied: 
. No, no; if 1 did kill her, ’m willing to be 

ung. 

The fact was admitted that if James Stan- 
ton, the other missing witness, were present, 
he would testify that Tobin exclaimed, ‘*‘ My 
God! have I killed my daughter?“ 

Tobin himself—he of the cold, gray eye 
dogged features, and generally cold-blooded 
make-up—took the stand to put a murderer’s 
construction upon a murderer’s deed. After 
the usual uninteresting biographical details, 
he got down to the day of the murder, 
and, after recounting his convivialitiesgwith 
Glasscut and others, described what oc- 
curred that evening on his arrival home with 
Glasscut and Conroy, dwelling on Mrs. To- 
bin’s refusal to or beer and Conroy’s 
volunteered services in that capacity. After 
the two men and Mrs. Tobin had gone out, 
and he and the girl were left alone, he told 
her he was tired of living with his wife in 
this way,”’ and sent her out with a $5 bill for 
a sachel, adding that he would leave the 
place altogether. She returned with the 
sachel, but there was no key with it. After 
much irrelevancy with regard to packing the 
ae he testified that the second youngest 
chi 

CAME IN SCREAMING, 
but immediately ran out again, whereupon 
he called Mollie to bring her back. To- 
gether they went down into the yard, 
searched all through it, but couldn’t find 
her. While Mollie looked in the alley for 
her, he returned to the house and lay down 
on the sofa, with his shoes off. About this 
time the door-bell rang. He got and an- 
swered it, and found Mrs. Robertson there. 
“Where is Mrs. Tobin and the children?“ 
she asked, to whieh he replied that he didn’t 
know; that his wife was up to her old tricks 
again. . Thereupon Mrs. bertson fell to 
abusing him, and he told her to mind her 
own business. While they were talking, 
the girl eame back, and he told her to 
go out get a key to the sachel. 
She was gone a considerable time, but 
returned without the key, and, when asked 
why she hadn’t got it, said Mrs. Robertson 
wouldn’t let her. Thereupon he walked up 
to her, said I'll make you obey me, Mollie, 
in — of Mrs. Robertson or anybody else, 
us long as I tell you to do nothing wrong,“ 
and, catching hold of her, shook her. She 
gave a screech, as he expressed it, pulled 
away from him, and fell. Mrs. Robertson at 
this time, he claimed, was in the front room, 
but came out, said Let us leave the house 
together,”’ and the two went out at the back 
door. That was the last he saw of her until 
his wife came in and said. Your daughter 
is dying,” to which he replied, “She 
can’t be gone,” and went into the next 
houge to see her. A Mrs. Marshall, while 
there, asked him why he killed her, to which 
he replied, 1 didn’t; if Idid, I am willing 
to hang for it.” He might have been the 
means—the “instigation,” as he called it— 
which frightened the girl and made her fall 
down-stairs, but he hadn’t struck her on the 
head, hadn’t intended to kill her, and didn’t 
kill her. Mrs. Robertson went out with the 
girl, and was there when he shook her. Dur- 
ing all this time, and even on his way to the 
station, and while there, he was in his stock- 
ing-feet. In conclusion, he declared that he 
— meer told anybody that he had killed 
girl. a 

On the cross, he admitted that he wasn’t 
exactly sober that night, though he recollect- 
ed pretty clearly what was. going on. His 
weight at the time was about 155 or 156 
— and the girl was 17 years and 8 days 
0 


THIS CLOSED THE EVIDENCE, 
and the theatrical Forrest, having called for 
a glass of ice-water, moved to reduce the 
plea of murder toa plea of manslaughter, 
on the ground that the evidence did: not sus- 
tain the former. The argument, in brief, 
was that the father was chastising his child 
in a lawful manner, and the result was in- 
voluntary manslaughter. 

The Court remarked that the plea of guilty 
was equivalent to a verdict, and he was un- 
able to see how he could set it aside any 
more than he could a verdict. 

Mr. Forrest replied that he could order a 
new trial. 

The Court said it was extremely doubtful 
whether he could reduce the plea under any 
circumstances, though it might be in his dis- 
cretion to allow the plea to withdrawn as 
having been made under a misapprehension, 
though there might be some question about 

But in this case he was not disposed 
to do either. The evidence seemed to come 
clearly within the statute defining murder.. 
He could not bring it satisfactorily to his 
mind within the definition of manslaughter, 
= he should therefore overrule the mo- 

on. 

Mr. Forrest formally took an exception and 
then moved to withdraw the present plea and 
enter a plea of guilty to manslaughter. This 
motion was likewise overruled, whereupon 
Tobin’s lawyer addressed himself to the mer- 
its of the case, as he expressed it, reviewing 
and analyzing the testimony and endeavoring 
to show that the dead girl might have fallen 


down-stairs, or come to her death in almost 


any other way than at her father’s hands. 
As usual, the 8 his respects to Mrs. 
Robertson, exalted obedience from children 
to parents, and painted Tobin as a sort of a 
martyr enveloped in a halo of innocence. 
Mr. Mills swept away all the cobwebs by 
reminding the lawyer and his client of the 
fact that they had admitted all by pleading 
guilty, properly characterized the gratuitous 
flings at the prosecution, and commented se- 
verely on the spiriting away of Mrs. Robert- 
son, and the fact that the defendant’s boy, 
who of all living people must know his 
father’s guilt, was stopping with his grand- 
mother in Montreal. and could not be brought 
here as a witness. In closing, Mr. Mills

Heappeared from the testi- 
mony to be a man of strong passions and 
strong will, and somewhat addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquors, having drunk 
something the day and night of the murder. 
He did not Say bimself, in giving his evidence 
that he was intoxicated at the time, nor did 
he insist that he was entirely saber. The 
crime, as committed, resents same aspects 
of great brutality. The deceased was his 
own 1 aughter about 17 years of 
age, a har 9 and, so far as appeared, 
a well-behaved girl. Thee only apparent. 
provocation for the crime wep her neglect, in 
procuring a sachel, to geta,key, and when 
sent for it a second time goming back with- 
out it, and saying she had been told by Mrs. 
Robertson not to get it. Previous to this it 
rppeared that Mrs. Tobin had in some man- 
ner angered her husband, and he was 
not in a temper of mind to be 
very kindly disposed towards any- 
body. His ill-feeling he vented upon his 
daughter, and the result was the latter’s 
death. In the opinion of the Court, the case 
did not present that kind of premeditation 
which sometimes accompanied the crime of 
murder. But, at the same time, 

THERE WAS SUFFICIENT PREMEDITATION 
about it, beyond bay sort of question,—the 
kind of feeling which possessed the man,—to 
certainly overcame to a considerable extent 
the lack of that, kind of premeditation just re- 
ferred to. 

„And while, continued the Judge, I do 
not feel in this case like inflicting the utmost 
penalty of the law,—I do not think it is a 
case of that kind,-—-yet with a man of the 
temper and disposition shown by this man, 
and the result which has been put before us, 
and the exercise and indulgence of that tem- 
per and disposition, I think it is a case where 
the man ought to be removed from society, 
where he should not be left tocommit any 
other crime of the same or some other sort. 
Without any further remarks, therefore, the 
sentence of the Court will be that the defend- 
ant be imprisoned in the Penitentiary of this 
State for the term of his natural lite.“ 

The verdict appeared, to take nobody by 
surprise,—not even Tobin himself, who never 
changed a feature, and who was promptly 
remanded to his cell. 


WASHINGTON. 


AMERICAN EXPORTS TO GEKMANY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—Consul 
Grinnell, of Bremen, reports, under date of 
Aug. 6, 1881, to the Department of State that 
the importation of Indian corn into Ger- 
many during the six months ending July 1, 
1881, amounted to 1,290,000 bushels, and that 
the latter.half of the year will show a much 
larger importation of this excellent staple of 
food, which, when better known in the coun- 
try, will increase to 
There have been but few shipments of wheat 
and rye this year. American flour, which is 
prepared in a better manner and at a cheaper 
rate than perhaps that of any other country, 
has been interdicted by a duty of 2 
cents per 100 pounds. This tax was estab- 
lished by the Reichstag at its last session. 
The duties on Indian corn, buckwheat, and 
barley are 6 cents — 100 pounds, and 12 
cents per hundred weight for wheat, rye, and 
oats. Hay has become very scarce and dear 
owing to the protracted drought throughout. 
Germany, and itis reported from Schleswig 
that farmers are selling their plow-horses 
killing their cattle, as they are not able to 
purchase forage for their sustenance. This 
is also the case, but to lesser extent, in Old- 
enburg.

NAVAL MATTERS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 27.—The exi- 
gencies of the naval service and the many 
applications for discharges daily pouring 
into the Department have made necessary 
the establishment of new rules governing 
discharges, to be inflexibly observed, says 
Secretary Hunt.

A CHURCH'S TROUBLES. 


Threatening Excommunication if the 
Members Pry into Their Own Affairs. 
NEW Yorks, Aug. 25.—The attempt of the 

parishoners of the St. Anthony’s Roman 

Catholic Church in Greenpoint to secure an 

accounting of the Church funds during thé 

past eight years promises to result in the ex- 
communication of some of them if they per- 
sist in their efforts. The pastor of St. An- 
thony’s, Father Murphy, has notified his 
congre on that Bishop Loughlin has no 
sympathy at all with their movement, and 
was opposed to anything which breeds dis- 
sension in the church. The Bishop, he add- 
ed, had authorized him to say also that if 
the Law Committee appointed by 
the parishoners persisted in bringing 
the Bishop into the civil courts, 
then, as the head of this diocese, he would 
use the power vested in him by excommuni- 
cating the members of the Committee, with- 

2 nk their pastor, and close the church 

entirely. 

Some of the Committee laughed at the 
threat, and declared that he could not ex- 
communicate them, for they had violated no 
Ouurch law. 

A meeting of the parishioners will be held 
at any early date to determine what their 
future course shall be in the matter. In an 
interview yesterday with Mr. J. J. Fitzgib- 
bon, a member of Church, that gentle- 
man said the Bishop’s threat was all non- 
sense. The time had passed for Irishmen in 
this country to believe that if they were ex- 
communicated they would not go to Heaven, 
or to believe that only Catholics went to 
Heaven. Such notions were not generally 
believed by Lrishmen in America.

A SKELETON PLAN FOR THE NEW BOARD OF

It 
isa cry that one hears every year soon after 
harvest begins, and it is kept up long after the 
facts in the case show it to be absurd. A farmer 
is prevented from thrashing by theoccurrence 
of bad weather or by inability to secure the 
first service of a thrashing- machine which is ex- 
pected to flud work all through the fall. If his 
wheat is thrashed eariy, it has not gone through 
the sweat, and is not considered safe to forward 
till after that phase in its history. When ready 
to market the railroad companies are 
not prepared to carry it, vast 
quantities of it waiting several weeks 
fordesired transportation facilities. Meanwhile 
the miller in the country is at work more ac- 
tively than ever before buying up the grain to 
be shipped in the shape of flour, and all the time 
the poor farmer is blamed for not marketing 
his wheat. He would be equally blamed if the 
destroying angel should sweep it all out of ex- 
istence. The New York men, whose sole aim in 
life is to handle wheat at so much per bushel 
and spend the money, shave got a standing 
grudge against the farmer, as the wolf had 
against the lamb. Statements of fact are of no 
more use iu the one case than in the other.

EARLY CHICAGO. 
THE REV. ALLEN B. FREEMAN, THE FIRST 
BAPTIST PREACHER, ¢

to the Rev. Allen B. Freeman, the first Bap- 


tist minister who settled and preached in |

After diligent ‘inquiry I have obtained 
some facts that may be of interest to the Bap-

I have in my possession a letter written by | 


Hannah C. Freeman to my mother, who was 
lier sister, which letter bears the date of 
Sept. 19, 1853, and details the incidents of 
the journey and arrival of her husband and 
herself to ‘the field of missionary work. 
They had just been married, and arrived in 
Chicago Aug. 16, 1835. 
tist minister who came to Cook County. 
From this letter I see that one Dr. Temple 
pledged himself for $200 for the support of 
any one whom the Missionary Board would 
and Allen Freeman and wite 
lived in his family.

He also or- 
ganized another church the same month, 
forty miles from Chicago, to which he min- 
istered for a time, and afterwards three 
other churches, including the church at Pa- 
vilion, in Kendall County. 

On the last Sabbath in November, 1834, he 
preached his last sermon in Chicago. and 
rode fifty miles into the country to consti- 
tute the fifth Baptist church in his field. He 
came back on Saturday exhausted, having 
lost his horse on the way, and was prostrat- 
ed by a raging, fever. These latter facts 1 
tind in a printed copy of his funeral sermon, 
which was preached by the Rev. Jeremiah 
Porter on the 21st day of December, 1831. He 
died on the morning of Dec. 15, at the age of 
27; and thus ended a brief career of as devot- 
eda missionary spirit as ever woke the voice 
of prayer in a wild and uncultivated country; 
the herald who was followed by the thon- 
sands of ministers who now preach in the 
great city, and State of Lllinois, the unsearch- 
able riches of that gospel first preached by 
John the Baptist. I can learn of no likeness 
of him so far being preserved, 

The widow afterwards married the Rev. 
Alvin Bailey, and they labored for some time 
in Jacksonville, Carrollton, and other places 
in that part of IIlinois, afterwards returning 
to the State of New York. There are few 
‘remaining who remember the tender devo- 
tion and true missionary spirit of Allen B. 
Freeman, whose resting- ace no one can 
point out. 

Il hope Mr. Wentworth will succeed in get- 
ting something more tangible than this frag- 
ment, which 1 submit. hoping it may be of 
interest to many of your readers.

WHY THE WORD WAS NOT TRANSLATED. 

A contributor to a religious paper says: 

A friend has directed my attention to an 
article in your paper dated June 9 concern- 
ing the transfer of the Greek word “ bap- 
tizo”’ and itscognate terms by the translators 
ot the Vulgate, instead of translating the 
said word and terms by the Latin word im- 
mergo’’ and its cognate terms. Now in my 
opinion there ean be no doubtin the minds 
of persons sufficiently conversant with those 
languages to judge that iu the Greek language 
the Greek word “ baptizo’’ and its cognate 
terms, and in the Latin language the 
Latin word “immergo” and its cognate 
terms, are in their primary sense precisely 
equivalent in signification. But what was 
wanted was a word that, beside the*idea of 
unmersion, should also be understood to 
connote an immersion performed as a re- 
ligious rive, in pursuance of the command of 
the Lord Jesus, the Christ, upon the profes- 
sion of faith in Him, in distinction from an 
ordinary immersion that had no such refer- 
ence. The Latin translators chose for this 
purpose, and for this reason, the Greek word 
*baptizo”’; and some of the earlier English 
transiators the same word, with an En- 
glish termination, and transferred and 
introduced said word into the Latin 
and English languages as a new 
word, giving it the necessary connotation 
mentioned. The translators of the King James 
version followed the example of the said 
English translators in transterring the word, 
but not for the same purpose and reason, nor 
with the said necessary connotation exactly. 
This procedure was ia all the three cases, in 
my opinion, vere N So the word

Baptists who have looked into this matter 
do not, in general, want the word translated, 
for this reason, that it is convenient to have 
aspecific and distinctive term to denote an 
immersion performed «as a religious rite. 
The phrases, “Ego quidem vos baptizo in 
aqua,” and “Ego quidem vos immergo in 
aqua,“ both signify, 1 indeed immerse you 
in water,“ but with the important distinction 
that in the former phrase the additional idea 
is cohnoted that Limmerse you in water in 
pursuance ot the command of the Lord Je- 
sus uvon profession of your faith in Him. 
There is no “significance” nor con- 


clusiveness,“ therefore, in the fact, men- 


tioned by your correspondent, of the non- 
translation by the translators of the Vulgate 
of the Greek word“ baptizo“ and its cognute 
terms by the Latin word“ immergo”’ and its 
cognate terms, in reference to “the mode of 
administering the rite of baptism,’ except 
that baptisin cannot be sprinkling, but must 
be immersion; since that is the significauion 
of the word employed by the translators of 
the Vulgate as it was used by the ancient, 
and is used by the modern, Greeks. L. 


A TROUBLED CHURCH. 
BISHOP LOUGHLIN AND THE CONGREGATION 
OF Sr. ANTHONY’S, BROOKLYN, 

The Roman Catholie Church of St. Antho- 
ny’s, Greenpoint (Brooklyn E. D.), is in a 
state of turmoil. The edifice is owned by the 
Society of which the Bishop, Vicar-General, 
pastor, and two laymen are Trustees. A 
heavy mortgage was put on to it in aadition 
to the Amount contributed by the members, 
and since it was built an extensive series of 
collections of money have been carried on to 
pay forit. Itis alleged by some of the mem- 
bers that enough money has been raised to 
clear off the debt several times. Recently 
Bishop Loughlin wished to put an additional 
mortgage of $25,000 on the church, and the 
church rebelled. Application was made to 
him for a financial statement, but he refused 
to make this, and then application was made 


‘lardinal MeCloskey to act in the 
matter. 118 declined to interfere, 
as e question at issue was one of 


statute w. The members of the church 
then took legal advice, and it was ascer- 
tained that the Trustees of the corporation 
were required to make a financial statement 
in the Supreme Court every three years, and 
had failed to dothis. Then the legal pro- 
ceedings to compel this were begun. On 
Sunday last the pastor, Father Murphy, said 
in the service that Bishop Loughlin requested 
him to deny that he countenaneed the move- 
ment in the parish, as had been published, 
and to state that he (the Bishop) would ex- 
communicate the members of the Law Com- 
mittee if they instituted proceedings to bring 
the Bishop into court, and would withdraw 
the priest and close the church. This an- 
nouucement caused much excitement in the 
large congregation, but the ge®eral sent- 
ment was that the threatof the Bishop would 
not deter the membersof the church from 
asserting their legal rights, 

James J. Fitzgibbon, a prominent mem- 
ber of the church, said: “This threat of ex- 
communication on the part of the Bishop is 
nonsense. ‘The time has gone by for Irish- 
men in this free country to believe that if 
they are excommunicated they cannot gu to 
Heaven, or to think that only good Catholics 
go there. They think that good Protestants 
have just as good a chance. Irishmen hoid 
these old-fashioned notions of bigotry iu 
their native land, but not here. You should 
have seen the people when the Bis hop's 
threat was read. ‘Their faces all showed 
by the bue- 
bear, but were determined to fightit through. 
The threat did not and will not scare any 
one.” The Committee purpose caliing a 
public meeting as soon as their counsel has 
determined the legal course. 

The matter is of interest to all Roman 
Catholic Churches, as, in addition to the 
threat of the Bishop, the question whether 
the people or the Trustees own the churches 
is involved in the legal phase of the matter. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


The New Hampshire Legislature has re- 
fused to repeal the law for taxing church 
property when it exceeds $10,000. 

Services will be resumed in the Third 
Unitarian Church, corner of Laflin and Mon- 
roe streets, of which the Rev. E. I. Galvin is 
pastor, the first Sunday in September. 

The weight of testimony goes to show 
that the Roman Ulitramontanes are responsi- 
ble for the recent disturbance in the Holy City 
over the removal of the remainsof Pio Nono. 

The colporteurs of the American Bible So- 
ciety in Georgia and Florida have visited 
during the last few months 45,550 families; 
and found 18,200 (the majority of whom are 
colored) without the Scriptures. Forty-three 
thousand volumes were distributed. 


There is a movement going on among the 
Jews to make the Christian Sunday their 
Sabbath, as appears froin a decision of Rabbi 
Kohler’s congregation to hold service on that 
day. Other Jews protest, however, that their 
Sabbath can only be hallowed upon the sev- 
enth day. 


American missionaries have at present 400 
schools attended by 15,000 scholars in Tur- 
key. High schools and seminaries for train- 
ing girls have been established in many of 
the principal cities.. Of late, colleges for the 
thorough scholarly training of young-men 
of all nationalities haye been founded at 
Constantinople. Beyrout, Aintab, and Kiar- 
poot,

There 
are in Ireland 53,951,885 Catholics, 635,670 
members of the Protestant Chureh of Ire- 
land, 485,508 Presbyterians, and 47,669 
Methodists. The Baptists, Quakers, and 
members of other denominations number 
37,315. The decrease in ten years in the 
numberof Catholics and Protestants was 
about the same—.5 per cent. The decrease 
in the number of Presbyterians was 2.4 per 
cent, while the Methodists have increased 
9.7 per cent, 4,225 members having been 
added to the Church. | 


A letter from Dr. Pusey was recently read 
at a meeting of the Oxford Division of the 
Engtisn Church Union, in which he said 
that the law of England had been interpreted 
to allow imprisonment for disobeying the 
biased judgments of a seeular court over- 
ridu the judgment of the court of the 
Caufch. Men could not in the end despise 
those whom they had imprisoned. ‘The 
tyranny of violated law, under which the 
Church and the truth had suffered more than 
thirty years, was at gast strongly shaken, but 
the judge-imade law which denied that the 
Church of England taught the faith, re- 
mained inviolate.

THE MAY FESTIVAL. 

As everything connected with the May Fes- 
tival in New Yorkis of interest here, our 
Festival being a link in the chain, we print 
the following from the New York Tiftes of 
the 22d: 

Mr. F. A. Schwab, who has been abroad this 
suininer as the representativeof the Music Com- 
mittee of the great musical festival to be held 
atthe Seventh Regiment Armory durimg the 
tirst week in May, 1852, returned yesterday 
morning by the Inman steamer City of Rich- 
mond, and will lay his report before the Com- 
mittee at a Session Of that body to take piace in 
the course of tbe, next two or three days.. Io- 
deed, the meeting of the Committee to take 
action on the report has already been ealied, 
but us its sessions will not be public the time 
and place are witbheld and ooly the results 
arrived at will be published. A Times reporter 
who called upon Mr. Schwab yesterday 
to ascertain the results of bis mission found him 
C.F. Tretbar at Stein- 
way Hull. Mr. Schwab said that he bad con- 
terred during bis absence with many eminent 
composers aud artists in France and Germany, 
and all to whom be had sbown the program of 
the festival (not yet laid before the American 
public, by the way) had spoken in termsof the 
highest praise of its artistic features and pre- 
cicted a maguificent success for the enterprise. 
Among the distinguished personages with whom 
Mr. Schwab has had interviews may be men- 
tioned Herr Joachim, the great violinist, and 
Wagner, the composer, both of whom scanned 
carefully the program submitved—to their criti- 
cism, and pronounced it worthy Of the highest 
commendation, both inthe selection of pieces 
and in the instrumental and vocal treatment 
proposed. The arrangements for original con- 
tributions by the best German composers, which 
formed one of the principal purposes of Mr. 
Schwab's journey to Europe, have been per- 
fected andthe contractgssigned. But it is not 
deeined advisable tour before te 
untilafter the meeting of the Music Committee 
as taken place and they huve been formaliv sanc- 
tioned by that body. It may be announced ina 
general way, however, without mentioning any 
names, that this feature will exceed in brilLiancy 
the most sanuine expectations of the promoters 
of the enterprise, and will tully justify the con- 
tidence of ita subscribers. he prospect, in- 
deed, of a musical festival that will eclipse all 
predecessors in this country is bighly encourag- 
ing. One feature of the project (and one pur- 
pose of Mr. Schwab's visit to Europe) was to se- 
cure the presence and participation of certain 
great lyric artists, whose codperation is deemed 
indispensable to artistic success equaily by the 
musical public and by the projectors of the 
festival. Mr. Schwab bas secured the refusal of 
certain important lyric artists that will undoubt- 
edly receive the approval of the Committee and 
command the support of the public. But final 
arrangements could not be perfected without 
conference with the Committee, after whicb the 
artists concerned will be advised by cable: and 
no names can consequently be announced at 
present writing. 


THE KANSAS MU 

The Musica! Festiy Bismarck Grove, 
Kansas, on the Isth and 19#h inst., under the 
direction of C. E. Leslie, of Chicago, was 
undoubtedly the largest and most successful 
musical event that the Far West has ever 
known. The chorus numbered about 5,000 
voices, and under Mr. Leslie’s direction sung 
the choruses with most surprising effect. 
Miss Litta’s solos were the attraction of each 
concert. It would be difficult to describe 
the enthusiasm.which greeted her solos and 
even appearance On the stage. Her singing 
was beyohd criticism, and those who were so 
fortunate as to have been in. the audience at 
the different concerts carried with them to 
their Western homes the recollection of 
the most perfect concert-singing that 
has been heard in that part of the 
country. The other assisting artists 
were Miss Mantey, Miss Mabella 
Messrs. Knorr, Broderick, and Liebling, all 
of whom performed their solos as would be 
expected from such reliable artists. At the 
conclusion ot the last concert Friday even- 
ing the grand chorus arose as one person and 
offered three rousing cheers for their talent- 
ed conductor, Mr. Leslie, which must have 
been heard for miles around; and thus ended 
one of the most remarkable musical events 
of the West.

TYPHOID AT RUGBY. 


Only Three Deaths So. Far, 
Cause for Alarm. 

Cincinnatét Gazette, Aug. 25. 

Messrs. F. Armstrong and C. II. Wilson, of 
Rugby, Tenn., are stopping at the St. Nich- 
olas. A represeutative of the Gazette called 
upon them last night in order to ascertain 
from them the sanitary condition of the col- 
ony, which lately had been endangered by 
the spread of typhoid malaria. Their at- 
count in substance.is as follows: There have 


broke out, and seven of those who were at- 
tacked are convalescent, and on the road to 
recovery. ‘Lhere is no cause for alarm, and 
the general health is good. The cause of the 
spread of the typhoid fever certainly is to be 
found im the drinking of impure water. The 
servant girls in the hotels were wont to 
dump their slops, and without cleansing the 
buckets, fill them with fresh water, which 
was left in the rooms for washing purposes. 
Of hot, sultry nights the water was often 
drank by the guests of the house, ‘The 
water now is obtained from two springs, giv- 
ing an abundance of fresh, pure water. All 
the patients need is tender nursing, and yes- 
terday we found a very. good nurse in Cin- 
cinnati, and sent her to Rugby. Thus there 
will be two good nurses for them. 

Mr. F. Armstrong is the editor of the Rug- 
beian, a weekly published in the interest of 
the colony, and Mr. C. II. WIIson is the 
Geologist to the Board of Aid at Rugby. 
Both are highly educated gentlemen, and 
speak with much intelligence on the affairs 
of Rugby. They say that the colony is doing 
well, and that the young men are hard at 
work in building up a prosperous town.

Theatre company at the Grand Opera-House 
ast week were witnessed by large numbers 
of spectators.

SARA JEWETT AND 
ROCHAT.’? 
When Daniel Rochat“ was produced in 
New York its termination was the subject of 
general dissatisfaction. At the time a party 
were discussing the consistency of the play, 
and one maintained that the ending was per- 
fectly in accordance with the development 
of the two leading. characters. In order to 
gratify his own convictions and ascertain the 
views of one of the interpreters of the re- 
markable play, he wrote to Miss Sara Jewett 
and elicited the tollowing interesting reply: 
DEAR Sin: . In speaking of the play 
of » Daniel Bochat.“ I must begin by paying my 
tribute to the author. I think M. Sardou one of 
the first and best dramatists of our day, and 1 
find myseif bappy and at ease in demonstrat- 
ing the exquisit consistency of his work. To 
me he seems a master in motive and dramatic 
construction, and if my sentiment and feeling 
did not agree with his, I should -differ with 
great deference. I am too radical mvself to 
agree with the belief of Lea Henderson in 


Daniel Rochat, but she agrees so perfectly 
with 720 us a character that Ii cannot con- 


** DANIEL 


ceive of ciijnging the result of the play. It is 
most pain il. but inevitable. I understand that 
it would b intinitly more comforting to bring 
the lovers together, but I think it would be en- 
tirely out of harmony with the two characters. 
They represent opposit types, equally strong, 
equally sincere. In both cases love meant a de- 
mand, and a concession on either side could 
not have been genuine,—only a means to gain 
an end. Led was wise enough to see this, 
and the dignity and pathos of her renuncia- 
tion is to me most eloquent. Itis a tragedy of 
convictions. Daniel's yielding was only a tem- 

rary weakness; he was as secure in his disbe- 
ief as Lea in her belief. They had grown into 
different faiths, and the sympathy they desired, 
each in the other, did notexist. Lea says: ** The 
distance between our souls would only widen - 
and widen, and finally engulf our happiness.” 
The interest of the play seems to metolie in 
the development of the two characters; the ar- 
guments on both sides of the religious question 
seems to me mere platitudes,—they have been 
made over and over again. The woman’s belief 
is a sentiment of her nature lived into convic- 
tion; the man’s atheisman expérience verified 
by living; it answers his requirements, and 
agrees with his study and observation. Why 
should her influence contradict hia determina- 
tion? His mind would surely assert itself 
against ber, and knowing this, sire feit her tail- 
ure. No, lcannot imagine an influence strong 
enough.to change the character of either. and 
the infinit dignity of the separation expresses 
perfectly a love that life made impossible

Perhaps if the music had been better the 
girls would have made more of a hit as 
vocalists. Perhaps if the girls were better 
vocalists Musgrave’s music wouldn’t have 
sounded so very dreadful. It’s one of those 
spring-board boomerang conundrums thé 
readers of the World puzzie department revel 
in, and the tirst-nighters at the Fifth Avenue 
promptiy gave it up.

LIEUT. FLIPPER IN ARREST. 


A Charge of Embezzlement Against 
the Colored Officer in the United 
States Army. 

New York Herald. | 

Fort Davis, Tex. Aug. 15.—On the 
morning of Aug. 15 the people of the pleasant 
garrison of Fort Davis were thrown intoa 
state of wild excitement by, a rumor to the 
effect that Lieut. II. O. Flipper (the colored 
officer), Tenth Cavalry, had been detected in 
an attempt to defraud the Government of 
nearly $4,000. At first the rumor would not 
be believed, as heretofore Lieut. Flipper 
has borne a high character, and every 
one believed him to be “above sus- 
picion.“ Foy several months Lieut. 
Flipper has been Acting-Commissary of 
Subsistence of this post, and since the 9th of 
July last he has not transmitted his commis- 
sary funds to the Chief Commissary of the 
Department at San Antonio. A few days 
ago Col. Shafter (the commanding officer 
here) received a telegram from the Commis- 
sary at San Antonio stating that Lieut. Flip- 
per’s funds had not been received; that he 
had telegraphed the fact to Lieut. Flipper, 
asking for informatien of them; that he had 
received no reply, and requested Col. Shafter 
to investigate the affair. Col. Shafter ques- 
tioned Lieut. Flipper, who stated that he had 
sent the funds by mail on the 9th of July, 
but that he had kept no record of them, and, 
as no one had witnessed the mailing (as [ 
believe is usual in such cases), he could not 
prove that he had done so. This was looked 
upon asav 2 gross piece of carelesness on 
the part ot Lieut. Flipper, but noone re- 
garded it as anything more. 

On Friday evening some of the officers and 
ladies were driving, and seeing Lieut. Flip- 
per’s horse, with a pair of saddie-bags on the 
saddle, fastened in front of one of the stores 
in the littie Town of Chihuahua, immediate- 
ly outside of the garrison, thought that it 
looked as though Lieut. Flipper might be 
contemplating a flight into Mexico; so tha 
commending officer sent the Adjutant to 
bring Lieut. Flipper into the garrison, when 
he required him immediately to turn over 
his funds to another officer and relieved him 
from duty as Acting Commissary of Sub- 
sistenee. The funds which Lieut. Flipper 
claimed to have sent by mail on the 4th of 
July were composed in part of checks on dif- 
ferent banks which had been given him by 
the officers in payment of their monthly bills. 
A description of these checks was telegraphed 
to the banks, and information received in re- 
ply that they had not been presented for pay- 
ment, 

The commanding officer now concluded 
that circumstances looked very suspicious 
indeed, and determined to have Lieut. Flip- 
per’s quarters searched for the missing 
checks. Ile accordingly told Lieut. Flipper 
that circumstances pointed to his having 
made away with the commissary funds, 
placed him in arrest, and began the searcia 
of his quarters, telling Lieut. Flipper that he 
might possibly be doing him an injustice; 
that if it proved so he could very easily and 
willingly make amends to him for so doing, 
and that otherwise he was only doing his 
duty. ‘The Adjutant and the officer who had 
relieved Lieut. Flipper were appointed to 
search his quarters, and they found money 
to the amount ot $300 or $400 strewn about 
in a very careless manner, in drawers, books, 
trunks, desks, ete., etc., besides a quantity of 
gold jewelry, consisting of watches and 
chains, rings, buttons, earrings and pins, 
bracelets, lockets, ete., some of which are 
claimed by his woman servant. Several 
weekly statements of subsistence funils, 
which had been examined and signed by Col. 
Shafter, were found,—some of them in his 
servant’s trunk. These papers Lieut. Flip- 
per had ctaimed to Wave sent off also, 
and, after finding some of them in the serv- 
ant’s trunk, Col. Shafter questioned her very 
closely, and finally had her searched, and. 
finding an envelope containing- the missing 
checks conceaged on her person; the woman 
was turned over to the civil authorities, and 
Lieut. Flipper, to pre- 
vent his escape, has been confined in a cell 
at the guardhouse. 2 

Lieut, Flipper had the respect of the offi- 
cers of the post, and has been treated very 
kindly by them, though he has never shown 
a disposition to minglé with them in a social 
manner.
